On September 7, 1948, we started out on a four year voyage. We had as our captain, 
Professor P. S. Jories. Miss D. D. Newkirk, Miss A. Moore and Mr. L.H. Custis were our mates, 


There were ninety-three passengers on board when we embarked. Our first stop was to 
be on the Island of Ignorance, Although it was our first voyage of this kind, our journey to 
this island was more or less smooth sailing. After sailing for nine months, nevertheless, we 
reached our destination--The Island of Ignorance, on June 6, 1949. 


Weremained on the Island of pngiance from the 6th of June until the 6th of September. 
During our stay on this island, some o the passengers became seasick and fell overboard. 


On September 6, 1949, with the addition of a new captain, Professor W. M. Daniels, 
Jr., who replaced Professor Jones because of his failing health, and some new mates, Mr, F. 
Carballo, Mr. E. K. Shipman and Miss W. Kiah, we set out for another island called the Island 
of Wisdom, It was a long hard, tiresome journey. Some of our passengers became tired of 
riding and took a ship home while others chose to marry and we sent them home. Some got off 
at the little islands which we passed. Captain Daniels and his mates did all that they could to 
comfort the rest of us, 


The closer we came to the Island of Wisdom the harder the way grew, but we continued 
to strive to go forward. Finally on June 5, 1950, we landed, We remained on the Island of 
Wisdom from the 5th of June till the 5th of September. During our stay on this Island, Captain 
Daniels thought that, perhaps, the reason that he had lost so many passengers was that he did 
not have enough mates, Captain Daniels wired for seven more mates, The mates arrived and 
introduced themselves as Miss J, L. Chavis, Mrs. E. M. Baylor, Miss C. I. Coley, Mr, T. 
Bellamy, Mr. A. E. Williams, Mr. W. A. Keyes, and Miss E, L. Moore. 


With the wisdom that we had secured, the journey seemed easy, although, it was the 
hardest one that we had undertaken. 


Before we knew it, on June 5, 1951, we landed on the Island of Confidence with about 
fifty passengers, As we completed half of our journey, others became tired of the trip and re- 
turned home. 


Captain Daniels was pleased with this journey, although he was sad at loosing so many 
passengers, 


rd 
We remained on the Island of Confidence from the 5th of June until the 4th of Septem- 
ber, On the Island of Confidence we became happy and lost all fear, because we felt that if 
we had come through three journeys we could go through one more. 














On September 4, 1951, with a new mate, Miss D. V. Means, we set out with only 
forty-five passengers, Before we had sailed very far, four new passengers also boarded the 
ship. The new passengers were Sarah Moore, Grace Flowers, John Rodgers, and John Perry. 


We continued to sail. This journey was the happiest of the four. Only two passengers 
became seasick and returned home before completing the long, long journey. 


Captain Daniels asked Miss C. I. Coley and Mrs. N. F. Dowdy, two of our mates, to 
serve as advisors to his passengers, as we sailed to the Island of Dignity. He also told us that 
we could elect officers from our own group to help direct our affairs. We, therefore, elected 
the following officers:

Serving on "The Jackets’ Gazette" staff with Miss Coley were Earlene Jones, Business Manager, 
Bertha Harper, Annie Williams, Rosa Moore, and Odell Price. 


We were not left out on the football field for Wm. Coward, John Daniels, John Perry, 
who was captain, Charles Austin, James Downing, Herbert Askew, Charles Gorham, James 
Moore and John Rodgers made a goodshowing. Also in the realm of basketball were John Daniels, 
Herbert Askew, Charles Gorham, John Perry, Velma Smith, Thelma Young and Willie Daniels, 


We sailed and sailed; but on May 30, 1952, we finally landed on the most beautiful 
shore that we had seen. It was the Island of Dignity. The passengers rejoiced, as well as the 
mates and the Captain. 


Now, after having reached four islands--Ignorance, Wisdom, Confidence, and Dignity 
we are to face graduation. This is our last island, or is it really the last? No, it isnot. We 
are looking forward to a much brighter island--the Island of Success and Happiness.
